SOME INCONSISTENCIES. 


There are strange inconsistencies in the 
legi#lation dealing with temperance re- 
form in Northern Ireland. The bona-fid« 
traveller has been deprived of his 
privileges, but it is freely stated that the 
lew in this respect is being constantly 
evaded, as illustrated by the invasion tí 
country towns on Sundays during the 
summer months. Then, again, the public- 
houses were closed on Sundays, but 
licensed clubs received legal sanction to 
open. their doors, so that the _beneficia! 
checte of the closing order were nullified 
t a considerable extent. It all 
comes to this, that although a man 
cannot drink legally in a public-house on 
a Sunday, he can drink as much as he 
likes in a club, provided that he is a 
member and is able to pay for his 
beverage. 

In a case before the Belfast Licensing 
Court this week the hours on which a 
particular club may be opened on Sundays | 
were fixed as follows: from 12 noon until 
2 p.m.. and from 6.30 p.m. until 11.30 
p.m, All other clubs in the city also have 
theit hours for Sunday opening, and in 
this connection the Ulster Licensed 
Vintners’ Association protests regularly 
against what its members describe as a 
form of unfair trading. Comparisons are 
drawn between the North and the Free 
State. where, it is understood up here, the 
same hours apply to clubs and*the ordinary 
licensed houses. i i 


MOTOR TAXATION FXCESSIYVE. 


The various Chambers of Commerce 
throughout the Six Counties are adopting 
resolutions protesting strongly against 1 ad 
taxation on commercial motor vehicles in 
the province exceeding in any way the tax 
on similar vehicles in Great Britain. 
This differentiation against the owners of 
motor vehicles in Northern Ireland has 
been the cause of numerous .complaints, 
and organisations associated with the trade 
have declaimed against it. The Exchequer, 
however, must be filled some way or other, 
and the choice has fallen on this branch 
of bi iness. 

At the Coleraine Chamber of Trade, 
which adopted the resolution sent froim 
i. colleagues in Londonderry, Mr. W. 
Dailzell said that Ulster was supposed to 
be part of the United Kingdom, and 
there was no reason why the tax should 
be greater in the Six Counties than it was 
‘1 Great Britain. That sentiment is en- 
dorsed by every owner of a motor vehicle 
in the Northern province ; but, unhappily 
for them, the Northern Government does 
not always keep in line financially with 
British legislation.

ELECTORAL F FFORM.- 


The Ulster Labour Party has passed a 
resolution “requesting the Imperial 
Government to apply the Electoral Reform 
Bill t Northern Ireland, in view of the 
jerftymandéred constituencies in the pro- 
vince” The Socialists have not fommptter 
that when proportional representation was 
abolished in the Bix Ceunties they lost 
séveral seats in the Belfast Parliament, 
and they look to the new form of voting 
- restore to them their lost representa 
tion. 

The question is an awkward one for the 
Northern Government. The elections for 
the twelve Uister-anembers for the Imperial 
Parliament Would require to be carried out 
according to the British system, and there 
is the step-by-step policy with Westminster 
to be consideréd, no matter who is in 
power across the water. It would be rather 
Gilbertian to have two methods of voting 
for members of Parliament—one for 
Belfast and another for London. 

The Ulster Liberal Association also will 
welcome any change in the electoral laws 
which is calculated to favour its chances 
at the polls. This organisation has come 
into the limelight recently, and, although 
it is despised by the Unionist leaders, it 
is a mistake to under-estimate its influence 
in these days of difficulty and depression. 
With regard to the charge of jerrymander- 
ing, the position of the Nationalists has 
been defined frequently—there is nothing 
vague about their denunciations. It is 
impossible, however, to please everyone. 


APPLE GROWERS’ PRORLEM. 


A couple of weeks ago the Prime 
Minister received a deputation relative to 
the bill dealing with the grading and pack 
ing of fruit at present before the Northern 
Parliament, and it was understood that 
all difficulties had been removed, and that 
the fruit grading and packing measure 
would have an easy passage. It seems, 
however, that those responsible for the bil] 
were reckoning without their host. The 
Ulster Fruit-Growers’ Defence Association 
has ee the negotiations with the 
Prime Minister. with which it had no con- 
cern, andthe trouble with regard to the 
bill seems to be as threatening as ever. 

The petition lodged against the bill last 
session Was signed by over fifteen hundred 
fruit-growers, representing all sections of 
politics, and they hava intimated to their 

arliamentary representatives—Major D. 

. Shillingten and Mr. John Johneton— 
that the growers are stronger than ever 
behind their petition. They declare that 
the growers do not want the bill; they 
will not accept. it, and will offer the 
strongest opposition to it. 

The reason given for opposition is that 
the proposed measure would pile up the 
growers overhead charges, and that they 
would receive less for their produce, while 
the harassing attention of officials would 
lead to discouragement and the ultimate 
ruin of the industry. Evidently the Prime 
Minister received the wrong deputation, 
or at least it did not represent the Defence 
Association.

AMERICAN INFLUENCE ON

Sir John Keane, Bart., presided at Wed- 
nesday night’s debate of the College His- 
torical Society in Trinity College, Dublin, 
the motion before the House being :—‘* That 
the cultural influence of Anerica on Europe 
is to be commented.” | 

Mr. W. B. Stanford (Sch.) opened for the 
affirmative. He appealed to his hearers to 
rid themselves of prejudice when considering 
the motion. America was hardly 200 years 
old; yet it took 300 years for England to 
produce Chaucer... He felt sure that the mix- 


: | tare of races in America was producing, and 


would continue te produce, a great culture— 
a mixture of influence, always a vital factor 
in development. He was not afraid of the 
introduction of American slang into the 
English tongue. The romance languages 
were all developed from Roman slang. 

Mr. D. P. Owens, speaking on the negative 
side, said that it remainéd to be proved that 
America had a cultural influence. What there 
was of culture in that country was only to 
be tolerated, sometimes to be deplored, but 
never to be commended. The “ talkies,”’ the 
chief American influence, were the antithesis 
of culture. He compared the queues outside 
the cinemas, looking for their 1s, 3d. worth 
of American eviture, with the queues outside 
the National Gallery. 

Mr. ©; L. Flynn (affirmative) pointed to 
the educational. value-of films. He praised 
the wonderful system of elementary education

Donagr re Quarry.

Ghe Book of Armagh. 


The Irish book or manuscript collector 
of to-day finds no such glorious oppor.

Writes a correspondent, in WESd of the 
Vicissitudes of some famous Í[rish manu- 
scripts during the last couple of centuries.

‘One hundred years ago 
there was no ''ttle speculation in Dublin 
about the ultimate fate of ‘; The Book of 
Armagh ’’; for that precious document 
then was an object of interest in the office 
of a prominent auctioneer. Hundreds of

The pity of it all was intensified by 
the fact that such antiquaries as George 
Petrie, James Hardiman and the Rev 
Cesar Otway were present. 


Important Derru Deed. 


It was at the same sale of old Irish 
manuscripts in 1831 that another historic 
document came under the hammer. 
Although questions have frequently been 
as..cd ubout its ownership from time to 
time, no imformation has been obtained. 
It was a time-stained original agreement, 
on parchment, between the Corporation of 
Derry and t'.e citizens, dated 16th October 
1691, and bearing the signatures of Robert 
Rochfort, David Cairns and John 
Mogridge. It undertook to grant to every 
one of the parties named “ás. 4d. in the 
pound off all lands, hereditaments and 
revenue-money, or such other profits as 
should be obtained from or granted by 
Their Majesties in Parliament as com- 
pensation for the losses sustained since 
the shutting of the Gates of Derry on 7th 
December, 1688.” The deed bore the seal 
of the Corporation, the sign-manuel of the 
Mayor and the names of several burgesses 
and *prentice boys How it get out of the 
Guildhall, and where it went, stil] remains 
a mystery. Derry would be glad if some 
antiquary or book-worm could elucidate 
it. 


Birds’ Nest Soup. 


When I met a friend recently who hed 
just returned from China I took the oppor- 
tunity of asking him if he had ever eaten 
birds’ nest soup. No Chinese banquet is 
complete without this delicacy, but my 
friend told me that one does not actually 
drink the soup, but that, if sufficiently 
expert. one picks out the solid fragments 
from the liavor with chopsticks, eating 
them as a kind of hors d’auvre. The most 
valuable nests are those of a very tinv 
swift, no bigger than a large moth, and 
they are collected from rocky cave walls, 
usually at a great height. They are com- 
posed of the inspissated saliva of the bird, 
and are of a ailver-white colour. about the 
size of a five-shilling piece and the thick- 
ness of a piece of stout paner. The bird 
attaches itself to the rock wall by its 
claws, places its heak in the selected spot, 
and slowly moves its head m side to 
side while a thin thread of saliva is 
exuded, until the secretion is exhausted. 
This process continues until the nest is 
completed, and then it is gathered for the 
delectation of. the Chinese palate.

Some time ago, when I was paying a 
vieit fo Marseilles, T was told by a ship's 
officer that the city’s dockland was ona 
of the most vicious and dangerous in the 
world.

There is a knife or sandbag waiting 
avcund every corner. Sailors in funds 
ere always select victims.

Naturally its extent varied in 
different localities, and, while the Scotch 
acre comprised 6,150 square yards, the 
old Irish acre covered 7.840 square vards. 

During the reign of George IV. the 
present standard or Imperial acre of 4,840 
square yards was fixed as the legal 
measure of land in Britain. A square 
acre is, therefore, roughly seventy yards 
each way, and, as the ordinary stubble 
plough makes a cut nine inches wide, a 
plouchman must cut about 200 furrows of 
this length to plough an acre. This means 
that he walks over eleven miles in per- 
forming the task. A good nloughman will 
plough an acre and a half in a day or 
perhaps two acres in a light soil. 

The word originally signified open 
ground, and later denoted a definite piece 
of land, from which such names as Long. 
acre and Broadacre are derived. Long-

A King’s Womb. 


A correspondent writes:—Those in- 
terested in the tombs of ancient kings will 
find that of Cormac Mac Art in the little 
churchyard of Trevit, about two miles from 
Dunshaughlin, on the Navan road. There 
are the ruins of an ancient church there, 
and, by going out from the centre of the 
old wall some fifteen or twenty paces 
towards the south, one will find a large 
flat tombstone, covered with earth from 
six to eighteen inches deep. Perhaps, how- 
ever, the edge is bare, as it was when | 
saw it. The tombstone is divided into 
arched panels, with several raised figures 
in every panel, as on old Celtic crosses, 
and the name Cormac Mac Art (as far as 
I could make out) is inscribed in large 
letters on the stone.

Litchies are another unusual fruit, from 
China, where they are sometimes put inte 
tea instead of sugar.

The 
pomegranate, mentioned in history .and 
religious writings from early tinted, is 
coming back into favour. In South 
America they turn it into a drink with 
“a kick in it,” called aguardiente.

They 
make a good foundation for a sauce or pie, 
and are eaten by epicures with mayonnaise 
dressing. Alligator pears and mangoes are 
further novelties to our conservative 
palates, and in the East they will tel! you 
to eat the last-mentioned in your ath.

I have grown accustomed to the efforts 
of Ireland, Wales and Scotland to preserve 
their original language. America, too, 
has periodic outbursts on the correctness 
of its version of English. Now Turkey is 
fired with an ambition to learn English. 

Last year English was added to French 
and German in Turkish schools as one of 
the foreign languages from which the 
students must make a choice. The rush to 
learn English was so great that now there 
is a dearth of teachers. The Government 
at Angora, therefore, has found it neces- 
sary to send students from its men’s 
normal schools to Istamboul, where they 
can obtain adequate facilities to learn 
English.

Turner, who was perhaps the greatest 
landscape painter the ever

It was, 
however, an infiintely It task every 
time, and he did not believe that Titian, even 
when nearly one hundred years of age, or 
Michelangelo, when over ninety, found it 
easy to carry out a good job. 

The firgt difficult y was simply one of efficiency. 
Most of the pictures of these masters were 
not brilliant sketches done by geniuses, but 
were highly organised elaborate pieces of 
work, which required in their making a great 
deal of fundamental brainwork and a great 
deal of thought, with ability, not of an 
artistic kind, but of the ordmary work-a-day 
kind that went to the building up of any 
other great organisation. They should re- 
member also that a many of the works 
were not done by the same ; even re- 
quiring the organisation of other hands and 
eyes than those of the individual. 

It also meant long- sustained effort, not 
merely working in a mood of inspiration, 
which people were so fond of thinking seized 
the artist. The inspiration represented, per- 
haps, a -hundredth or thousandth part in 
these pictures; the rest was common hard 
work, in which the master carried on his 
complicated and difficult task through whole 
series Of phases with the end constantly in 
sight. 

METHODS OF PAINTING. 

The pictures were in the three methods of 
puinting. First, they were oil paintings, 
though very few were in oils; seco ; 
tempera, which was the usual method of the 
middie ages ; and, thirdly, and above all, they 
had fresco painting. 

Fresco painting was certainly the most 
difficult method, and required the highest 
organisation and effort of a singularly sus- 
tained kind. Fresco meant fresh plaster, and 
the binding medium was not in the pigment, 
but in the pilaster on the wall, on which paint 
was laid. It was a very tricky business, and 
the ease with which this very difficult medium 
was manipulated by the great fresco painters 
of the Italian Renaissance was a very strik- 
ing thing to observe. : 

he tempera method was an easier one, 
but one which demanded even more industry. 
It was analagous to fine needle or tapestry 
work. There were no broad strokes. The 
ainting had to be built up by numberless 
ittle touches, every minute one of which had 
to be of the right length and direction if the 
rhythm and texture were to be preserved.

Professor Gleadowe mentioned, in passing, 
that when he assisted Sir Charles Holmes to 
re-hang the National Gallery after the Great 
War one of the most difficult pictures to 
hang was ‘“‘The Entombment,’’ by Michel-

VENETIAN EXPERIMENTS. 

He went on to describe in detail the nature 
of the experiments carried out by the 
Venetian, and with extreme success, in the 
Northern method of clear oil painting, start- 
ing from a precise linear drawing, the 
essential facts of which were reinforced in 
dryish tones ,laid on not necessarily in oil, 
but in tempera.

BELFAST; Thursday. 
IVE thousand. eight hundred. and four 
F ciinpetitérs have étiteréd for the Bel- 
fist thudital coiipétitiois, Which will 
be Held in the Assembly Bujidinigs from 
February 17 to February "28. This is fifty- 
four more than last year. One hundred and 
eighteén choirs froth all parts of Ireland ate 
td také patt. The niimber of class éntries 
aetudlly is 1,547; which is a élight decrease 
on last year & figure, but a number of late 
efittles had to 6 déélined, as they Would 
havé upset thé bine: table afratigemetit. 

The adjudicatots this year ate —Choral 
and organ classes, Mr. Herbert Howells, the 
well-known composer ; voeal solo, Mr. 
Stewart Wilsoh; piano, Mr. Harold Crafton ; 
strifigs, Mt. Wynh Reéves; verse speaking, 
Mr. Frank Ridley: 

At the last festival Messrs 
Cranton and Reeves also. adjudicated, but it 
will be the first time that Mr. Stewart 
Wilson or Mr: Frank Ridley have acted as 
judges in Irish muSical competitions.

DRAMA FEIS 
IMPRESSIONS. 


ANOTHER GOOD 
PERFORMANCE. 


FROM OUR SPtotat REPRESENTATIVE, 
BELFAST, Thursday Night. 

0-NIGHT’S performmánces it the Northern 
Il Dhara Feis, in the Eitipire Theatre, 
were composed oí two com- 
devoted to three-act plays 
nationality. The two 
companies engaged were the Ards Diamatic 
Players and the Lisburn. British Legion 
Dramatic Society. The plays stlertéd wert 
'“ he House of Terror,’ yy Thomas ( hristie, 
and ‘‘ Baa, Baa, Black Sheep,” by lan Hay 
itd P. G. Wodehotisé. The audiences were 
sefhewhat un the stall side. The Ards 
Dramatic Players presented “ The House of 
Terrof.’ by a ldcdl author, dnother ineihbei 
of thé same fathily having had a little play 
sta ed on Tuesday night in the competitions. 
Phe House of Terror is a very Sabe- 
téfitiotis play; which is so obvidusly thé work 
of an unskilled dramatist, that it can hardly 
be said to be a serious play at all. Did not 
thé audiéneé see and hear the telephone in 
use on the stage, it might edsily have been 
believed that the play dated from the early 
‘sevetities Of the last centuty, opetiing with 
the now discarded soliloquy; atid using that de 
vice many times to asmst the development of 
the plot. ‘‘ The House of Terror’ is sich á 
play as á very youthful dramatist might write 
after a prolong red course of antique melo- 
drdiha, evidetitly calculated to thake the flesh 
créep. All that the play actually did was to 
create pnrestrained laughter. The players are 
all mill wofkers, and when this is borne in 
mind their performance might be eohaidered 
meritorious; but, in almost eyery respect, 
they Were juat thé raw material from which 
a very good dramatic company might be made 
by a skilled and competent producer. 


BERIBE DOINGS, 


The play is céncérried with é@rie doings ih 
a large and long untenanted house in a wild 
lace, in the library of which one, Abraham 
Leigh. had died three years before. The 
acfion opens with the rélatives all assembled 
to hear the will read, in accordance with the 
desires of the deceased mah, atid wher it has 
beeh read those most immediately concerned 
are made aware that Anna Leigh, a niece, had 
inherited the large estate bn condition that 
she slept alone one hight in the room ih 
which her uffcle had died, and that were she 
ti be declared ittsane within six months the 
estate would. pass to.a person named in, a 
third document, yet unopened. 

The rémainiet of the action is devoted to 
weird and impossible appearances of unknown 
persons through a secret panel, complicated 
by a story of the estape of a dangerous 
lunatic from a neighbouring criminal lunatic 
asylum. One good point in the authors 
fa¥out is that he dots conceal the identity 
of his villain until almost the last moment 
of the play, and then it is disclosed that he 
was. in fact, the réjected lover of Anjfia, 
and a disappointed nephew. 

For some time it seemed as if the play 
were being deted as a biitlésque, and it re- 
quired a sharp jerk te comes to the position 
that it was seriously intended, and being 
plaved in all sintérity. 

The acting was, ail round, of that kind 
which is usually associated with the attempts 
of schoolboys to present a play which affects 
them with self-consciousness, hut the 
members of the cast were so sincere in their 
wotk that they did sugeest the niaterial for 
an excellent company when they have had 
more experience and more skilled direértioti. 

In the part of Alevy Webster, the successful 
suitor and prosperous thbtof engineer, Mr. 
Hugh Dodds gave a fine interpretation of a 
dificult character. He opened as if his part 
had been intended to tiake him a btffoon, 
but as the play’ progressed he improved 
wondérfully, and ended by winning the 
applause 6f thé audiénee, as he had won the 
heiress. 

The sécond performance was remarkable for 
bxeélleht aetiig by the Lisburh British 
Legion Dramatic Soviety in “' Baa, Baa. Black 
Sheep,”’ he only thing that marred 
what would have been a _ performance 
of the highest class was the slow 
manner in which the farce was taken. At 
times the players seemed to forget that they 
were playing in a farce; and the entrances 
and exits were so slow that the audience was 
permitted to séé the mechafiism upon which 
the laughter dependeds When this happens 
in the production of farce, all is. usually. lost, 
but what wis lost bY this txcellent company 
we probably some few marks of the judges’

We knew from Lenten pastorals that 
extravagance and recklessness of living are 
a cause of anxiety ‘to the Roman Catholic 
Church in Ireland, and the law courts 
tell their daily tale of immorality and 
crime, Furthermore, we know that in our 
land social problems, such as the housing 
of the poor and the relations between 
capital labour, for the 
organised effort of all Christian citizens, 
If on such issues as public morality and 
social reform the co-operation of ‘the 
Churches is impossible, we may at least 
ask why it is impossible.

Bird Sanctuaries, 


In the. course. of a lecture in Dublin 
yesterday Mr. Thomas Mason declared 
that the Saltee Islands, some five miles 
off the coast.of Wexford, might be made 
one of the finest bird sanctuaries in the 
British Isles: These islands during the 
.breeding season are visited by. millions of 
birds, The’ common gull, the guillemot, 
the puffin and the razor bill mix with the 
peregrine falcon and the gatinet, using the 
Saltees as a kind of resting place before 
they set off for the Azores and other 
distant parts: At present much damage 
is done in the Saltees by thoughtless egg- 
collectors, many of whom, according to 
Mr.. Mason, come across from Great 
Britain. in search of their plunder. 
Furthermore, natives of this country, who 
ought to know better, shoot these beautiful 
birds under the mistaken impression that 
their slaughter is a form of sport. Mr. 
Mason, however, pays a tribute to the 
work of the Civic Guards, who are zealous 
in their enforcement of the Birds Protec- 
tion Act; but we hope that the Free State 
Government will: give sympathetic con- 
sideration to his plea that the islands 
should be constituted a bird sanctuary. 
Lambay Island, near Dublin, already is 
such a sanctuary. Its owner has insisted 
upon the strict preservation of his 
property as a refuge for the birds, with 
the result that they flock thither in their 
millions every year. The Saltees are 
situated even more favourably than 
Lambay for the purposes of a sanctuary, 
and, as the islands are not cultivated, 
there ought to be little diffienlty in their 
entire dedication to the birds. The Irish 
people, unfortunately, seem to be less 
anxious for the welfare of their birds than 
are most of the other peoples of Europe. 
Indeed, their attitude towards animals of 
all kinds leaves much to be desired, and 
recent statistics relating to prosecutions 
for cruelty to animals constitute a sad 
commentary on their conduct, The Free 
State, however, has an _ enlightened 
Government, which already has done much 
to protect wild birds ; and the proclamation 
of the Saltee Islands as a bird sanctuary 
would be an admirable development of its 
humanitarian policy. 


“ Rum Row.” 


“ Rum Row ”’ in the United States has 
swollen to the proportions of a huge ib- 
dustry, with a working. capital of at least 
£10,000,000. In one respect only it 
differs-from other todustries: ~Its directors 
presumably do not pay income tax, 
although this immunity is counteracted by 
the douceurs that they must pay to 
officials of the law. Otherwise, it conforms 
te all the canons of more respectable in. 
dustries, and, like them, it is governed 
by economic tendencies. Once upon a 
time the small bootlegger gained a golde» 
harvest. Now, in accordance with the 
universal trend toward huge trusts and 
syndicates, he is crushed out of indepen- 
dent existence. According to the New 
York Correspondent of the Daily 
Telegraph, “‘Rum Row’ capital of 
£10,000,000 represents the cost of the 
equipment and working of its *‘ rum fieet.”’ 
Al: supplies imported ihte the United 
States come from Canada, where they ara 
manufactured in the, syndicate’s dis 
tilleries. They are shipped to the port ol 
St. Pierre, in Newfoundland, whence 3 
fleet of schooners carries them to á 
rendezvous at some distance from New 
York.

GIFT FOR SURGICAL 
RESEARCH. 


£50,000 FOR LONDON 
COLLEGE. 


A munificent gift was received yesterday 
by the Royal College of Surgeons, London, 
from Mr. G. Buckston-Browne, a Fellow 
oi the College.

months. 

Judge Davitt allowed the case of Hand 
to stand over until he was passing sentence 
in the other cases. 

“ PREVALENT IN THE CITY.” 

Passing sentence on Corr, the Judge said 
that the offence te which the. prisoner had 
pleaded guilty was a disgusting one, and one 
which, unfortunately, seemed to be spreading 
im the city. It was the type of offence 
which, if allowed to develop and go un- 
thecked, would become—if, indeed, it had 
not already becomo—a lasting worry to the 
parents of young beys as to what small 
liberty. they were to allow their children 
going about the city when people like “the 
defendants were at large.

“The vice,”” concluded. the Judge, “is 
prevalent in the city and must be checked.

HOW WIRELESS 
SIGNALS TRAVEL. 


‘WIMMING—Tara sireet 


DO THEY GO OUTSIDE 
SPACE? 


‘Intensive research in. recent vears hag 
PR re cane that wireless signal y can trarel 
from one point to another by more than ow 
route.’ 

So said Professor E. V. Appleton, D.ie, 
F.R.S., in the course of a [lecture on ihe 
‘Wireless Exploration of the Upper Atm. 
sphere “ in the Lecture Theatre of the Row! 
Dublin Society yesterday. The first signs 
to arrive at a given point was that whid 
travelled along the ground from the sending 
station. This ground signal, however, wi 
often followed by echo signals, due to waves 
which have made an up and down journey 
to the upper atmosphere. 

The first observations on the 
the ground signal were made, he said, ina 
series of experiments carried ont beim 
Howth and Kingstown by the late W. Dod. 
dall and J. E. Taylor as far back as 1%. 
Later experiments have shown that there ars 
two main reflecting levers of electricity in 
the upper at mosphere, situated about 60 sod 
140 miles above the ground. Long wares 
are reflected back to the layer, while 
shorter waves penetrate the jower layer a 
are reflected back by the upper on Sal 
shorter waves penetrate both layers 

Echoes due to reflected waves are usualy 
received about orte thousandth of a second 
after the ground signal, but are unnoticed 
when we listen to broadcasting. In facsimile 
transmission, however, echoes the cause 
of double and treble images.
